]*olilit al state sovereignty was settled once and for all. 
Hamilton * phras* 
"T he Knifed S tales Is a nation," r a th e r than Jefferaon'* words, "The Fulled 
State* an* a nation," henceforth b e o im e the keynote of the American p<> 
litieal system. 
T he nation is g re a te r than any sta te or states, and Un­ 
law of the nation is the suprem e law of the land, to which every stat-* 
m ust bow in obedience. 
No sta te could 
live un to Itself alone, but all 
mu**, share in the common life, resiioiisiblllty and destiny. 
By blood,and 
Iron and tears the union of the s ta te s was m aintained. 
While imlHlcal sta te sovereignty w as settled, economic state sverelgtitv 
ha* not yet been settled. 
It now seem s that each state Is seeking to build 
up a wall of law favoring Its own people, and unfavorable to outside in 
terests, just a* the nation has built .a tariff wall favoring home industries 
and excluding foreign, so each state is favoring its own financial institu 
lion* 
It seem s to be the trend, th e s p in of the times, affecting almost 
every stale. 
W hile we a« a people a re beginning to fee! th at the great 
natural resources of iron, coal, oil, lum ber, water aud m inerals belong to 
the nation a* a. whole, a comm on heritage, and not the exclusive property 
of au.v state to be used to the d e trim en t of any o th er ata te; yet at Lh* 
sam e time, each sta te seem s 
to he guarding its own financial resource 
with greatest care and foresight. 
Especially is this true of th*- great 
financial institutions, the life i n s u r a n t companies. 
T ex as has passed law s taxing all outside com panies 3 per cent on ;»: 
prem ium s collected from her citizen*- and requiring 75 per cent of *u i 
prem ium s to be invested In T exas securities. 
Wisconsin laws now Dx 
outside com panies 3 per cent on all prem ium s; and the state of Ohio r** 
reived from taxation over $<>00,000 just year as a 2typer cent taxation 
on the $21,boo,Obi* paid by Ohio citizens to outside companies. 
But Of - 
favors Its own life insurance c o m p a n ie s . 
Not one dollar of tax is r* 
quired by law on the prem ium s collected by Ohio companies. 
All th 
is waved to Ohio citizens who are fo rtu n ate enough to have insurance 
a 
th eir home company. 
It is evident that the law 
m aker* and statesm en of Ohio believe th.* 
$240,000,000 tak en from the state each year in life insurance premlmr- 
ii m ighty drain on the financial resources of the state. 
If that vast tr-a u 
of money «>ould be kept within the state, Invested as the law requires in 
public honda a n d tiiYt m ortgages, ever ry citizen would be benefitted e n - 
busine** would be stimulated. 
W h a ' ohs now this money is drained from 
the state and poured into New York, Wisconsin. New Jersey or Fennec- 
cut, th ere to be invested under the lax requirem ents of their Investmcn*
